A common misbelief about 
rabies Is that the disease is seen 
only during tho "dog days." This 
arises from- the fact that in the 
late, summer weeks, Sirius, the 
dog Starr is high: in the sky during 
the morning hours. The ancients 
believed Sirius, adding its heat 
to that "of the sun; was responsi- 
ble for driving dogs mad. Ac- 
tually, figures show late spring 
as the worst season for rabies. 

Even today some people mis- 
takenly believe .the disease is 
caused in other ways, such as 
eating garbage, lack of water,- 
unsatisfied desires, or fatigue, 
but the disease- Is actually caused. 
by a virus.

blood, urine, milk, tears;, bone, 
cartilage, . or muscle. It Is pres- 
ent, however, In the brain, large 
nerves, saliva, spinal fluid, and 
inside the eye. For example, it 
is- possible to produce rabies by 
injecting saliva from' a rabid dog 
Into a healthy one. Since. man 
docs not ordinarily, come in con : 
tact with tissues of an infected 
animal that contains the rabies 
virus, but does often contact 
saliva, It is possible to know ex- 
actly when, one is' actually in 
danger from the -disease. 



infectious saliva enters tho wound 
and travels to the brain by way 
of the, nerves. The most danger- 
ous bites are deep wounds, in 
areas rich with nerves. Bites 
around the upper .part of the 
body and on the face are particu- 
larly dangerous, since in these 
cases the virus does not have far 
to travel, to reach nerve center*, 
and rabies may develop before 
the Pasteur treatment has time 
to become effective. 

There is less danger if you are 
bitten through clothing, since the

Cleworth has served churches 
in South Dakota, Iowa and Ill-

He has / served as chairman 
of tHe Carroll County Cancer 
Society, the Carroll County Red 
Cross* and president of the Car- 
roll County Fair. He has also 
held offices in the Carroll Coun- 
ty Education Association and 
Carroll County Ministerial As- 
sociation; and served as presi- 
dent of the Carroll County His- 
torical Society. • 

He served as a chaplain in 
World War II, and was' station- 
ed in England, France and Bel- 
gium, as well as' the United 
States.

infectious saliva. If the skin is 
not broken by the bite there Is 
little danger of contracting the 
disease. 

If an animal has just died of 
rabies, there are a number of 
ways to disinfect the area. • Sun- 
light, lye, alcohol and chlorine 
solutions readily kill the virus: 
once infected saliva has dried, it 
is no longer dangerous. Freezing 
and household phenol disinfect- 
ants such as lysol are not very 
effective in killing the virus. 

.What happens if one Is bitten 
by a rabid animal? Just as- a 
chick develops in an egg, so the 
virus undergoes a period of in- 
cubation. That is, there is an 



incubation period during which 
the viruses spend developing in 
the body. This period Is meas- 
ured from the time of exposure to 
the date when signs appear. 

Since the rabies virus must'- 
travel. up the nerves to the brain, 
it has a long incubation period 
Wlfich can vary, greatly..' It may 
develop in. 12 days, or it may 
take as long as six months. Per- 
iods as short, as five days and as 
long as two years have been re- 
ported, but these have not been 
•definitely proven. 

Most cases of rabies In dogs 
require three to six weeks to de- 
velop, while' cattle and horses 
average a week or so longer. 
In. hibernating animals, the de- 
velopment seems to slow down 
while they are in hibernation but 
is normal the rest "of the year.

The Chicago unit is one of the 
19 orthopedic hospitals and three 
Burns Institutes operated by the 
Shriners. Since the first hospital 
opened in Shreveport, La., in 
1922, nearly 150,000 children have 
been treated without charge ' or 
regard to race or religion.
